Arnalil’s resignation, which ac- 
tually and publicly had been filed 
With the Secretary of State on 
Jan. 11. to become effective im- 
mediately after the qualification 
of the Lieutenant Governor, thus 
became effective shortly § after 
10.50 a. m., as Thompson took the 
oath of office in the Senate Cham- 
ber from Judge Hugh J. McIntyre, 
of the Oourt of Appeals. 


Thus ended for Georgia four 
years and three days of ex@pu- 
tive guidance under Arrfall, the 
young Newnan attorney who suc- 
cessfully fought the late Eugene 
Talmadge for the Governorship in 
1942 and subsequently came to be 
hailed throughout the State and 
nation as a liberal and progres- 
sive leader. 

The last three days of his of- 
fice were bitterly contested by 
Herman Talmadge, elected Gov- 
ernor by the General Assembly. 
]t was an unprecedented situation 
in Georgia's history ,with both 
men claiming the legal right: to 
the office. They were days mark- 
ed by a tumultuous session of 
the legislature, and what Arnall 
termed “storm trooper tactics” as 
he was ousted from his executive 
offices, denied admission to the 
Executive Mansion, and finally 
barred from a temporary office in 
the Capitol rotunda by a Tal- 
madge lieutenant. 

Smiling, apparently hugely en- 
foying the more comical aspects 
of the situation while seriously 
expressing concern over what he 
termed robbery of the people's 
right to elect their Governor, Ar- 
nall made the announcement of 
his resignation yesterday in a hur- 
ried press conference in his down- 
town law office after réceiving 
word of Thompson's qualification 
es Lieutenant Governor. 

While reporters waited impa- 
tiently outside his private office, 
his secretary, Miss Grace Canning- 
ton, typed copies of a statement 
the, Governor ha: announced he 
would make.

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400 Chinese Feared 
Dead in Boat Wreck 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 18—(4)—Four hundred Chinese were reported 
drowned Saturday when a small passenger steamer, the Chekiang,| President Truman, 
collided with a tug and sank in the Yangtze River off 


Shanghai. 

The Chekiang carried 1,000 pas- 
sengers. Relatives of victims im- 
mediately began demanding com- 
pensation from the Chinese ship- 
owner, charging that the vessel 
had been dangerously overloaded. 


The disaster occurred as the 
crowded Chekiang, bound from 


Shanghai for the lower Yangtze | 


port of Nantung, collided with one 
of two steel lighters being towed 
by a tug. 

Witnesses alleged that the tug 


ignored signals to change course. | 


The passenger vessel was 
crowded with Chinese intending 
te spend the Chinese New Year 
holidays, starting Jan. 22, in their 
home towns. The Chekiang sank 
almost immediately. 

Reports on the number of 
deaths varied, but the lowest esti- 
rnate was that.at least 100 persons 
were drowned. 

A police launch from Woosung 
rescued many persons from the 
water. 

Numbers of survivors then were 
brought to Shanghai, where they 
besieged the offices of the Che-

$100,000,000 QUESTION 


Can Science Find Cancer Cure? 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—(4)—If virtually un- 
limited funds were made available to the world’s 
greatest medical specialists, could they find a can- 
cer cure as quickly las U. S. scientists produced 
an atomic bomb’? | 

That $100,000,000| question, placed before the 
Seventy-Ninth cents is now before the Eight- 
feth. Sen. Pepper, Democrat, Florida, has rein- 
troduced his bill—which failed of approval in the 
Seventy-Ninth—to make that sum available for 
cancer research. | 

Dr. Roscoe R. Spencer, head of the National 
Cancer Institute, and other cancer authorities are 
convinced millions of |Americans can be saved from 
cancer deaths if more money is made available 
to educate the public about cancer and expand 

treatment facilities ag well as research. 

If all of the 17 000. 000 living Americans who 
are doomed to die from cancer (if the present death 
rate is unchanged) could be given proper exami- 
nations, authorities estimate “we could save with 
existing me.hods at least one-third.” 

Many medical authorities -agree that cancer is 
medical public enemy No. 1 in the United States 
and that, barring a near medical miracle, it is far 
from being solved. They say the battle requires 
the mobilization of scientists in a variety of re- 
search projects so fundamental that they may 


involve the: very secret of the origin of life itself. 

The U. S. Public Health Service supported 
objectives of the $100,000,000 Pepper-Neeley Bill 
in the Seventy-Ninth Congress to bring together 
the world’s cancer experts and “co-ordinate and 
utilize their services in a supreme endeavor to 
discover means of curing and preventing cancer.” 
It now has laid down this policy: 

1. Federal action on a scale much larger than 
heretofore is “greatly and urgently needed.” 

2. Increased Federal support is necessary “not 
only for research into the cause and means of con- 
trol of cancer, but also for assisting States and local 
communities in applying more efficiently the 
knowledge that already has been acquired.” 

3. This stepped-up program, regardless of its 
magnitude, should be placed under jurisdiction of 
the Public Health Service rather than a new or- 
ganization that might be created outside govern- 
ment. 

These policies were made by the National Advi- 
sory Cancer Council of the National Cancer Insti- 
tute for Dr. Thomas Parran, Surgeon General of 
the Health Service. 

They fit into the administration policy, enunci- 
ated by President Truman, of placing emphasis on 
public health work and especially upon a solution 
of the cancer puzzle.

Ford Price Cut Causes 
Auto Field Excitement 


By ROBERT W. HEFTY 


DETROIT, Jan. 18—(UP)—Old 
by Henry Ford, II, to cut prices in 
the same industry-shaking effect 
neered by his famous grandfather 

Young Ford, at 29 the auto in- 
dustry’s youngest president, an 
nounced this week that the Ford 
Motor Company would put into 
effect immediately price cuts of 
as much as $50 on some models. 


Actually, taking into account 
dealers’ charges and Federal taxes, 
the savings to the customer in 
some cases was more than that. 

Ford's move—lauded by Gov: 
ernment leaders, cursed no doubt 
by his competitors, given re- 
served approval by labor—was 
considered an obvious bid for the 
market of the future and a well- 
aimed blow at Ford's most for- 
midable rival in the low-priced 
field—General Motors’ Chevrolet 
Division. 

The youthful industrialist was 
aware that no price reduction was 
needed to sell now all the cars 
Ford can make. But he knew also 
that it will be a different story 
five years from now, and that peo- 
ple have long memories. 

Ford's surprise announcement 
came 17 months after the end of 
World War II. 

Had he waited two months, 
young Henry would have matched 
exactiy a similar strategy by 
Henry Ford, who in June of 1920 
-~-19 months after the Armistice 
that ended World War I—gambled 
for and won a buyers’ market that 
was to bulwark his already-domi- 
nant position in the auto-making 
business 

The elder Ford was faced with 
& tough decision in 1920. The coun- 
iry was in the throes of a post 
war depression. Prices were out 
of line. Manufacturers were threat- 
ened with buyers’ strikes, yet sup- 
pliers—principally the steel mak. 
ers—continued to demand high 
prices 

Ford acted suddenly to halt the 
dropping off of the market for 
new cars. He cut prices drastical. 
ly: for example, he reduced the 
five-passenger touring car from 
$440 to $330. At the same time 
wage levels were maintained. 

Ford hoped to make up in great- 
er sales the smaller margin of prof- 
it on each car. 

The industrialist moved swift- 
ly and in all directions to boost 
his productive capacity. He bought 
his own railroad. He purchased 
coal mines, iron mines and tim- 
ber. He erected new plants and 
eniarged those he had. Ford boats 
plied the Great Lakes and the De- 
troit River with ore and fuel.

The _ industrial world 
marveled as Ford made 1,000,000 
cars that depression year—mar- 
veled and took heart, gaining the 
courage it needed to start pulling 
itself out of the postwar doldrums. 

The situation today is not as it 
was in 1920-21. The nation is not 
in the midst of a depression, and 
auto makers can sell every car 
they make regardless of price.

Portal Pay

Portal-to-portal pay suits re 

ceived a severe kicking around 
here yesterday from George L. 
Googe, Southern Director of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
who attacked them as “morally 
indefensibie” and “legalistic trick- 
ery.” 
Following up a hot denuncia- 
tion of porta) suits by William 
Green, AFL President, Googe 
minced no words in pointing out) 
that employers should be protect- 
ed from unjustified labor costs. 

“Under its poliey of allowing au- 
tonomy to each union local, the 
AFL does not prohibit portal 
suits,” Googe stated; “yet we feel 
that union employees know the | 
wages, hours, walking time and 
working conditions they are get- 
ting when they approve collective 
bargaining contracts. 

“We realize that unions who 
will not place moral responsibility 
in dealing with employers above j 
political and legalistic trickery | 
will attempt to appeal to the self- | 
tsh greed of industrial workers to 
raid AFL, unions.” 

With a sideways glance at the 
CIO, Googe explained that already 
other unions are using the propa- 
ganda of telling workers they will 
get them portal pay to steal mem- 
bers from the AFL which had \@ 
taken the position of unofficially | 
discouraging a om suits in the 
past. 

Googe saw some justification for 
unorganized workers’ demands for 
portal-to-portal pay since their re 
lations with their employers were 
not embodied in a contract. He 
aiso saw a threat to the process 
of collective bargaining if employ- 
er confidence in contracts with 
unions was threatened by retroac- 
tive demands for portal pay. 

“Labor relations is a two-way 
street,” Googe remarked. “Neither 
employers nor employees should 
reap all the advantages.” 

In the South, the only reported 
AFL portal pay suit filed so far 
has been by the Glynn County 
Metal Trades Council against the 
J. A. Jones Consfruction Company 
at Brunswick, Googe said. He de- 
clined comment, stating that Pres. 
John Fry, speaking for the Metal 
Trades Department of the AFL, 
had covered the situation with his 
remarks against portal pay suits. 

Feeling that portal pay and oth- 
er issues should be handled di- 
rectly by employer and employees 
through their unions, Googe said 
he felt the chaos created by the 
portal issue should show the im- 
practicability of handling labor re- 
lations through the courts.

GEORGE BRIA REPORTS FROM ROME 


‘Give Us a New Strong Man,’ Wail Unhappy Italians 


ROME, Jan. 18—(#)—“What we need is another strong man,” 
many Italians are saying today in voices growing much louder than 
a whisper. , ; 

“I hate to admit it,” one may add quickly, “but that is the way 
we Italians are. We need a man with a club.” Some say this with 
malice in their eyes, since that is what they have thought all the time. 

This is one of the significant straws in the Italian political whirl- 
wind after three years of chronic government crisis. 

Impatient of complex arguments, these Italians see the situa- 
tion this way: 

In Allied-occupied Napl@s three years ago Premier Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio and King Vittorio Emanuele III were battling with six anti- 
Fascist parties. Politicians spent much of their time roaring about 
“harsh” armistice terms, ranting at the “pro-monarchist” policy of 
the Allies, complaining that more Fascists were not jailed, and get- 
ting little Sond! 

People who could do so lived off the black market. 

Today, the monarchy has given way to a Republic, Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi is battling’ with the Socialists, Communists and 
Republicans in his coalition cabinet. The Christian-Democrats, 
Socialists and Republicans are bickering among themselves. Polli- 
ticilans are groaning about “harsh” peace terms, and looking the 
other way when they meet Fascists, liberated by the hundreds 
under an “amnesty of the Republic” bestowed upon them by the 


And he added his voice to the swelling chorus of “we need an- 
other strong man. We need order, even if it means less liberty.” 

In the next general election, where will this man’s vote go? 

If the November municipal elections were any indication, he will 
vote for a mags party of the extreme left or the extreme right—for 
the Communists or for the Qualunquista (common man) movement, 
refuge of that same middle class that formed the backbone of Fas- 
cism. The moderate Christian-Democrats and Socialists, reflecting 
their own inner travail, suffered serious losses. 

Gloomily predicting that De Gasperi’s cabinet, unable to get to- 
gether on foreign or domestic policy, could not survive the Winter, . 
Don Luigi Sturzo, famed anti-Fascist exile who recently returned to 
Rome from the United States, has called for parliamentary elections 
as soon as possible. 

Even though the constituent assembly still has to prdduce a draft 
of a constitution seven months after proclamation of the Republic. 
Sturzo suggested that a “caretaker” cabinet of technicians take over 
the administration of the country until the elections, which he pro- 
posed for May. De Gasperi himself suggested they be held in June. 

Would a “strong man” or a strong party emerge from these elec- 
tions? 

Few observers believe this likely. For one thing, no strong or 
dominant personalities have yet emerged on the political scene. The 
predominant feeling, however, is that, barring unexpected strength- 


ening of the Christian-Democrats and Socialists, the elections will 
mark a step in a gradual elimination of the middle ground, prepara- 
tory to a final showdown battle for power between the extremes. 

For Italy, 1946 was a year of high drama and gray delusion. 

Climaxing two years of feverish tension, Italians in June voted 
out their ancient House of Savoy, electing to begin their post-Fascist 
history under a Republic. 

It was a close decision packed with uncertainties. Civil war 
loomed as King Umberto II hesitated before accepting, with reserv® 
tions, the slim Republican majority that sent him into exile. 

. But with the end of the sharply drawn conflict for kingdom or 
Republic the punch went out of Italian politics and drab reaction se} 
in. Her big political parties were locked in chronic crisis. 

To many Italians, the slogan of the Republicans, “Bread and 
Work,” became a mockery. At year’s end the unemplifed stood at 
more than, 2,000,000 amd black bread—symbol of nury—reap- 
peared in Milan. The ragged lira rioted, plunged to 700 to the 
dollar, compared to the official rate of 225. 

The drama of peace played on the world stages of Paris and 
New York was booed gs a farce in Italy, which deemed her cobel- 
ligerency against the Germans worthy of greater recognition. The 
words.that stung Italian pride the worst were the clause forbidding 
her to claim reparations from the Germans. 

Against this background, 1947 loomed as a year of decision.

Recovery of subsistence allow- 
ance overpayments from veterans 
in training in Georgia under the 
GI bill will “be made in a manner 
that will impose no undue hard- 
ship on a veteran or his depend- 
ents,”” Vaux Owen, Manager of the 
Atlanta Regional VA Office, has 
declared.

Overpayments resulted from the 
wage ceilings for veteran trainees 
established by the last Congress. 
Veterans have been repeatedly 
warned that subsistence payments 
accepted in excess of “ceilings” of 
$175 for single veterans, $200 for 
married veterans, are subject to 
recovery by the Government.

Arnall Accomplishments To Leave Lasting Mark on State 


Ellis Arnall’s tenure as Governor which ended yes- — 


terday in the midst of confusion will leave permanent 
impressions on the history of Georgia as a time when 
many of the State's ills were cured or improved. 

For Arnall. through a new Constitution and amend- 
ments approved by the people, took the State’s educa- 
tional systems out of politics, divested the office of 
Governor of parole power, actually cleaned up the 
prison system and set aside sufficient funds to leave 
the State debt free. 

In addition, Arnall became a national figure and 
ex-officio press agent of Georgia, causing a great rise 
in the prestige of the State. 

He entered office with the promise to abolish the 
Chief Executive's power to force his will on the Uni- 
versity System, comprising all State-operated colleges. 
He kept his promises. A Constitutional Board of Re 
gents was created and in them was vested the power 
to control the schools. 

The members of the State Board of Education, for- 
merly at the mercy of the Governor, were placed in a 
Constitutional status which left them free to act with- 
out fear of political vengeance. » 

Arnall hired the first trained criminologist for Geor- 
gia’s penal system, Ex-FBI Agent Francis Hammack, 
and employed A. C. Aderholt, one of the nation’s top 
prison experts and retired Warden at Atlanta Peni- 
tentiary, as Warden of Tattnall State Prison. 


Over the prison officials he placed a Constitutional 
Board of Corrections, removing them, as he did mem- 
bers of his other boards, from politics. 

A friend of educators as well as education, Arnall, 
as Governor, raised teachers’ pay 125 percent. 

Not a veteran, he admitted the necessity for provid- 
ing governmental service to veterans and established a 
Constitutional Board of Veterans Service to control that

problems, declaring that his appointees and not he had 
the insight and experience to solve problems of former 
servicemen. 

When Arnall assumed the office of Governor he 
found a tremendous bonded debt. The financial status 
at the end of his administration was one of complete 
solvency. Certain bonds could not be repaid because 
they could not be recalled, but to assure payment of 
this indebtedness, he set aside money to be used for 
payments when the bonds mature. | 

Besides serving Georgia, he served the South when 
he instituted anti-trust proceedings against Northern 
railroads which, he charged, discriminated against 
Southern industry and agriculture. 

This suit still, is in process and is scheduled to be 
decided shortly by a Special Master of the United States 
Supreme Court. 

A believer in broadening the franchise of voters, 
Arnall, through Constitutional amendments, lowered the 
voting age td 18 and abolished the poll tax as a prerequi- 
site to balloting. 

He refused to attempt to thwart a ruling of the United 
States Supreme Court which said Negroes could vote in 
Georgia Democratic Primaries, giving the late Eugene 
Talmadge the ammunition he needed to be nominated 
Governor for the fourth time. 

Nationally, during his administration, Arnall became 
known as a leading Southern liberal and a favorite of 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt. He declined appoint- 
ment to Solicitor Generalship of the United States on 
the basis he could be of more service as Governor of 
Georgia. 

As an ex-officio press agent of Georgia, he spoke over 
the nation, participated in nearly every radio forum of 
national importance and wrote a best-selling non-fiction 
book, “The Shore Dimly Seen.”

of the late Gov. Talmadge’s stand on the White Primary. 

Three attempts were made to have the provision pro- 
hibiting a second term removed from the Constitution 
during the General Assembly’s regular agssion in 1945, 
at its special session in 1945 and during the holdover 
session of 1946. 

All attempts to let the people decide if they wished 
this provision removed were defeated. 

Those who revised the State Constitution at Arnall’s 
directions made one mistake when they failed to specify 
that the Lieutenant Governor-Elect should succeed to the 
Governorship in the event of the death of the Governor- 
Elect. 

He was blunt in his belief that the United States 
Supreme Court should not be thwarted in its ruling that 
Negroes should vote and even warned the Legislature 
he would veto any possible efforts by them to prevent 
Negroes from exercising their franchise. 

As a servant of the United States as well as of the 
South and Georgia, he battled the Ku Klux Klan and 
the Columbians, hate groups which sought to plant their 
fascistic seeds in the State over which he governed. 

He attracted a great deal of attention through pub- 
lication of his book last fall, and likewise attracted large 
gatherings on a series of lectures presented in many parts 
of the country under direction of an agent. He is ex- 
pected to continue his lectures and there is talk of an- 
other book, to be made up largely from his papers and 
addresses. 

In line with his belief that government originated 
with the people and not through agents of the people, 
he battled the General Assembly’s election of Herman 
Talmadge as Governor, holding on to his claim as Gover- 
nor until Lt. Gov. M. E. Thompson, who was elected by 
the people, promised to carry on this fight. 

And still in keeping with this philosophy was one 
of his favorite statements as Governor: “There’s nothing

General, and James L. Gillis, Di- 
rector of the State Highway 
Board. , 

Other appointees named by me 
have resumed their respéctive of- 
fices and are performing the duties 
imposed on them by law. 

The Executive Offices of the 
State Capitol are occupied by me 
and my staff; the Mansion, pro- 
vided by the State for use of the 
Governor, is now occupied by me 
and my family.

Upon continuing Ellis Arnall’s 
fight with Herman Talmadge over 
the governorship of Georgia, Lt.

Angered Quad (?) Mother Gets Gun for Dubious

SEQUATCHIE, Tenn., Jan. 18— 
Bhe lay on a cot, a little 100-pound 
mother, in her earthy mountain 
cabin, her eyes full of anger. Fi- 
nally she got up, unbreeched a 
double-barreled shotgun and said: 
“Now let those ‘crackertating’ sons 
of (you know what) come back!” 


She was Mrs. Jess Moore who 
only three days before had given 
birth to quadruplets but now was 
feeling fine enough to lick her 
weight in mountain. wildcats.

fourth quadruplet, examined it 
and deciared that it was not in 
truth a stillborn baby but an after- 
‘ birth.

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Faith in Our Courts 


One of the two most distressing aspects 
of the current muddled gubernatorial situ- 
ation is the doubt being expressed in some 
circles that the:State Supreme Court will 


“dare touch” the matter, or that, if it does, . 


the parties thereto will feel obliged to 


abide by its decision. 


This is even more disturbing than the 
force and violence which have been a part 
of the by-play, although the latter is hu- 
miliating enough to those of us who like 
to think of Georgia as a civilized common- 
wealth, worthy of the respect of the 
nation. 


In a civilized society, the courts are 

the recognized adjudicator, providing re- 
course for all who may assume, correctly 
or otherwise, that they have a just griev- 
ance. In Georgia respect for the judiciary 
has never faltered, the caliber of the men 
who have made up the State’s courts 
through the years being on a par with 
those of any other State. 
. Georgia’s present Supreme Court is 
composed of seven outstanding jurists. 
Their ability and integrity has not in the 
past been questioned and there is no rea- 
son to doubt_them now. They must run 
for office, true, but there has never been 
a hint that their decisions were dictated 
by political partisanship and there is no 
slightest indication that they will bow to 
expediency in this instance. 
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Thus, for anyone to intimate that the 
decision of the court would be suspect or 
that either party to the suit might consider 
ignoring its verdict, is wholly unwar- 
ranted and dangerously subversive to the 
cause of future justice and court integrity, 
as well as to the present. “ 


Elementary civics classes instill in us 
the knowledge that our system of gov- 
ernment is made up of three branches, 
executive, legislative and judicial. But 
every schoolboy also knows that the latter 
is the cornerstone of orderly procedure, 
that it is to the courts which the legisla- 
tive and executive branches turn for inter- 
pretation of existing law when disputes 
arise. 

It seems to us that the Georgia Gen- 
eral Assembly owes it to the State and 
to itself to go on record, when it recon- 
venes on the morrow, with a resolution 
expressing confidence in the courts and 
willingness to abide by their decision... 
and further that it urge no pressure of 
any kind be employed. 

The same _ reassuring. commitments 
have already been made by both Herman 
Talmadge and M. E. Thompson, thus put- 
ting at rest rumors that the former might 
seek to defy an unfavorable decision by 
the courts. This is as it should be. 


No Georgian, of whatever office, can 
afford to ignore the courts. 


Gov. Arnall Steps Out of the Picture 


Lt. Gov.-Elect M. E. Thompson having 
been sworn in, Gov. Ellis Arnall has 
resigned. 


We commend his action. 

While even those who disagree vio- 
lently with his contentions have been 
impressed with his courage in standing 
up for his convictions in the face of physi- 
cal danger, the fact remains that it now 
appears the better part of valor for him 
to step completely from the picture, allow- 
ing the suit to determine the status of the 
governorship to be brought by Thompson 
and possibly one or many private citizens. 


Gov. Arnall has become one of the two 
most controversial figures in Georgia’s 
modern history. There are those who 
think that he can do no right, and there 
are those who feel that he can do no 
wrong. The affection and hatred in which 


he is held by his admirers and enemies, 
respectively, have colored too much the 
thinking of many Georgians on the legal 
crisis in which the State currently finds 
itself. 

Thus, we have been of the opinion all 
along that it would have been far better 
had the suit contesting Herman Tal- 
madge’s right to the governorship been 
brought by a private citizen, as may now 
be done. 

Be that as it may, it was—and is—an 
issue which must be resolved. 

The entire status of our government 
cannot long be allowed to remain in doubt. 

In relinquishing whatever claim he 
may have had to the governorship, Ellis 
Arnall has made a considerable contribu- 
tion to the question’s being determined. on 
the basis of legakhmerit and without regard 
to personalities.

The Ballot 
And the Laws 


Georgia’s Legislature apparently will proceed 
aoe Monday with bills which will have for their pur- 
pat pose the protection of what generally is referred 

to as “white supremacy” by laws and regulations. 

The bills may be expected to follow the pattern as adopted by 
(And about which South 

-arolina is so uneasy.) That is, they will take away from the 
tate code all laws pertaining to the primary. This will be done 
in the belief that the State primary laws will then be safe from 
any interference by Federal law. As aforesaid, South Carolina 
already is regretful and in doubt. 

While awaiting the proposals and the debates, it is well, I think, 
to discuss the general proposal. 

Certain facts seem obvious. 

One is that no supremacy of any sort may be based on or pro- 
tected by law. 

Another is that it is not at all necessary to abolish the laws pro- 
tecting the ballot to bar from elections those not qualified to vote, 
whatever their color. Qualification laws, which most of our States 
long have had, will bar from the ballot box any person who should 
not be there.

Primary Georgia expressed itself in favor of such legislation last 

Summer. There was a general reaction against the 
methods of Negro voting and the charge of bloc voting was sub- 
stantiated by the fact that many Negroes who could not read or write 
were herded to the. polls with marked, sample ballots. In many 
counties these sample ballots were passed back down the line as it 
moved on toward the balloting booths, or tables. 


Without question many hundreds were thus allowed to vote 
who were not qualified by the little law that dealt with the sub- 
ject. It was a badly handled situation and the net result did harm 
to the Negro claim to citizenship. 

Great impetus, and considerable hysteria, was given the idea of 
abolishing all laws dealing with the primary so as to bar forever the 
participation of any Negro voter. 


Future No thought, apparently, has been given to possible Fed- 

eral legislation or rulings of the future, or to the fact 
that qualification laws would add to the protection of the ballot, 
and that there is no actual need for wholesale abolition. 


The ironic fact is that in almost every county in this, and other 
Southern States, a relatively small number of Negroes always have 
been allowed to vote in the Democratic primaries by a sort of 
unspoken realization they were qualified. 

Regrettably, it is not possible to have a calm discussion. Tem- 
pers are such that any person who may wish to discuss the prob- 
lem will be slouted down as a “nigger lover” or as a Henry Wal- 
lace Communist. The person who is fearful of being smeared by 
such empty and ridiculous calumnies will keep quiet, and there will 


be little or no debate. 

Bu aboo These things‘are like fevers. They must run a course. 
g History has shown that rarely is there any other way 

out. But, a man may raise his voice and urge for reason and calm 

considerations. As well as for simple justice and a facing of realities. 


The intolerance which persists in demanding that we establish 
by law the inferiority of black skins to white skins or the intol- 
erance which insists that all persons of white skins accept all persons 
with colored skins as equals, has no real bustness in legislative 
deliberation. They are not at all the real questions, as everyone 
knows. The struggle for political power does not necessarily call 
for extremes which must breed extremes. 

The ballot needs, even the late Eugene Talmadge said in his 
campaign to get more such laws in 1938, a great deal more pro- 
tection—not less. Let us think well before we embark on a course 
which may curse us much more than a few colored votes. Qualifi- 
cation laws protect the ballot. It is impossible to view the abolish- 
ment of protecting laws without genuine alarm and concern. for the 
future of our election procedures.

Must Balance Love 
And Child Discipline 


Read where Dr. John Warkentin, chief of the 

Psychiatric Service at Lawson Veterans’ Hospital, 

told Atlanta Civitans how essential parental love 

is to the proper development ‘vf a child. Said he, “the fountain of 

youth and satisfaction and growth is the love of parents.” Further, 

he stated that the child lacking the love of parents becomes “emo- 

tionally constipated . . cannot love, cannot hate, cannot let his feel- 
ings out in any sense. ” 

Not as any expert, but as one who has watched four children of 
my own grow to satisfactory adulthood-—thanks to their mother’s 
care—and is now watching half a dozen grandchildren starting along 
similar ways of life, I can, in some degree at least, indorse the good 
psychiatrist’s remarks. And, from experience, perhaps add to them. 

Probably, I believe, a grandparent is in better position to watch 
and analyze the relationship between a child and its parents than 
are the parents themselves. When it is your own children the prob- 
lem is too close, too personal. Your emotions are too closely in- 
volved, It takes someone with an observer’s status, against the back- 
ground of love, to begin to understand. 


oe 


I have found what seems to me, sometimes, a 
Proper Balance tendency by some parents to too strict disci- 
pline. A too rigid enforcement of rules and regulations for the con- 
duct of the little people. Love is there, undoubtedly, but the per- 
plexed parent places the need for strict obedience too high in the 
comparative scale of values. Too often such an attitude results only 
in a distressing, emotional clash of wills, of personalities, between 
the parent and the child. And they are frequently so much a€e in 
stubbornness that the conflict can only end in stalemate which, too 
often, means at least temporary hatred between the two. 

On the other hand, some parents are too indulgent. The child 
is granted every .wish, the child is the undisputed autocrat of the 
household. The doting parent is apt to sacrifice the child’s digestion - 
by providing candy whenever requested, is apt to endanger the 
child’s nerves by not enforcing any rule about regular bedtime, regu- 
lar meal hours, etc. 

It is a delicate situation, at best, and one which calls for a happy 
medium of action, a compromise between the two extremes. 

Which, returning to our psychiatrist, calls for a large supply of 
understanding and of trusting affection on both sides. 

All human relationships would result 


Love, the Lubricant in repeated clash and conflict if it were 


not for the two lubricants which make the social gears run smoothly 
together. ‘Those lubricants are love, first of all, and courtesy. 

Without mutual consideration for the other fellow—which is 
politeness in practice—we would become, quickly, nothing but snarl- 
ing, bickering animals too closely confined together. 

In the home that politeness, courtesy, becomes the great emollient 
of love. 

We cannot hope to bring our children to decent, honest human 


‘adults without love to guide our actions and love to hold them 


closely to us. The child must know, at all times, it can depend 
upon the warm love of parents to shield it from harsh contacts with 
the outer world. It must learn that same love will make easier 
the otherwise harsh contact with necessary discipline within the 
home. 

Discipline, yes: But not the hard discipline of the drill sergeant 
or the prison guard. The gentle discipline of loving parents who 
explain, with inexhaustible patience, why some things must be done, 
why other things must never be done until, in due time, the grow- 
ing child understands. And loves the parents the more thereby. 

Love, yes. But not the overindulgent love of the spineless 
parent who thinks to avoid the nerve-disturbing crying of a spoilt 
child by. giving in to its every whim, by catering to its every pass- 
ing fancy. 

An overly disciplined child may, probably will, suffer all the 
psychologic ills mentioned by Dr. Warkentin. A spoilt child will 
suffer equally from the weakness of the overindulgent parent. 

You, as parents, must combine love with discipline and must

The Outmaneuvered? 


Who is outmaneuvering whom in Georgia's 

gubernatorial battle? Moves are being made fast « 

: and furiously and the final moves are yet to 

come, but here’s the way it looked at the time this column was 
written: 

Herman Talmadge secretly had Talmadge people in some coun- 
ties “write-in” his name as “insurance” should his Governor-Elect 
father die before inauguration. This move was carried out so 
secretly that the opposition was unaware of it until after the 
general election. It could easily have failed. Had the anti-Tal- 
madge forces tried a similar stunt they could have obtained more 
“write-in” votes for a candidate than Herman would have dared 
pull from his father—since, if his father had lived the split vote 
between the two Talmadges might have let in the opposition. But 
the opposition did not know of it. Did Herman Talmadge out- 
maneuver his foes here? . 

Being the son an‘ campaign manager of his father, the youth- 
ful Talmadge was able to do what no other “write-in” candidate 
could have done—shake off the label of “bolter of the Democratic 
Party.” The cries of “bolter’’ by the opposition proved to be of no 
avail among most of the dyed-in-the-wool Talmadgeites, although 
many Talmadge leaders left Herman because they felt he was being 
led astray by an “interloper” (Roy Harris) into the Talmadge 
faction. Did Talmadge outmaneuver his foes again? 

For weeks Talmadge had lawyers and judges broadcast that the 
Constitution provides that the General Assembly must elect a 
Governor from among the “two highest” write-in candidates. Then 
when the opposition accepted Talmadge’s statement that he had 
between 1,000 and 2,000 “write-in” votes, young Talmadge, himself, 
took steps to “insure” that he be elected by the Legislature anyway 
in event he was not one of the two high men. On the eve of the 
legislative fight, Talmadge told solons at a dinner that the General 
Assembly is a sovereign body and doesn't even have to restrict its 
choice of Governors to anyone receiving a single vote in a general 
election. 

Until the last votes were counted by the Legislature the follow- 
ing night, it looked as if Talmadge was going to have to use this 
new approach to the Governorship. He was running third, trail- 
This caused some of the opposition 
Although they-had contended the Legis- 
lature has no right to elect a Governor, they, at this moment. 
tried to get some solons ready to elect Carmichael. Some quoted 
Ellis Arnall as stating he would relinquish the office to Carmichael. 
Then the final vote showed Talmadgé leading the ticket. His name 
was the only one offered for election by the General Assembly. 
Did Talmadge outmaneuver his opposition again? 


Picture Changes Chovernor should in personally facing Gov 


Arnall immediately after the legislative vote had asked for the 
office, thugs in the crowd following him staged a near-revolution 
in the Governor’s office by beating up attaches and trying to reach 
Gov. Arnall to do him bodily harm. In this picture is an unarmed 
Governor, without troops or any means of protection, sitt'ng eoura- 
geously in his office—“holding it until the people’s Governor can 
take over’—while strong-armed men hammer in the doors to the 
outer office and try to get into the inner-office to “drag hymn out.” 
Here we see Arnall, without calling out troops, opening the door 
to inform Talmadge he would not surrender the office to him. In 
this display of physical courage, did Arnall outmaneuver Talmadge? 

During the night the Talmadge forces changed the locks on the 
Governor’s offices and prepared the Executive Secretary's office 
for Talmadge as Governor. Military men, acting under “Talmadge’s 
orders, seized the desks of Arnall’s secretaries the next morning. 
Arnall, arriving alone, moved back into his inner-office, and asked 
—not the troops—but the courts to oust Talmadge 

Again, during the night, the Talmadge forces changed locks on 
the Governors’ office and at dawn Talmadge moved into the inner- 
office formerly occupied by Arnall. Again, Arnall arrived alone, 
knocked on the door, and, barred from the office he set up tem- 
porary offices in the rotunda—from which he later was_ barred. 
He told newsmen he would not call out the militia, adding that 
he needed neither troops nor bodyguards as the “pretender” does. 

Did Arnall outmaneuver Talmadge here? Instead of being seen 
as a “dictator” holding office by military might in the face of the 
Legislature’s Governor, Gov. Arnall maneuvered Talmadge into 
the position of using physical force while he, Arnali, went th:

2. The Union Shop—requiring 
every worker in a company where 
there is a union to join that union 
AFTER he is hired. 

3. The Open Shop—NOT re- 
quiring any worker to join a un- 
ion, but letting each one decide 
whether or not to join. 


The results: 


Among union members polled 
in the survey the majority pre- 
ferred the closed or union shop 
to the open shop. However, the 
preference is not marked, being 
in the ratio of 5-to-4.

Fritz Sternberg, the Socialist 
Cassandra and economist, confi- 
Gently predicts we are about to 
experience a world-wide crash that 
will make the 1929 depression look 
like the golden era of prosperity. 

Steeped in Marxism and pessi- 
mism and supreme self-assurance 
this Jeremiah of political economy 
gees one of two things ahead: 

State socialism which presum- 
ebiy will cure the boom-crash se- 
quence (and incidentally all forms 
of civil liberty, Mr. Sternberg). 

Or what the obfuscating Ger- 
mans call “Wehrwirtschatt’—an 
untransiatable obscenity which 
means national economy geared 
for offensive warfare 

The Germans who have practi- 
cally obliterated logic with their 
unpronounceable and unspeakable 
portmanteau words (hidden in sen- 
tences that wait pages for the 
verb) have also given us refugees 
who are only liberal by the widest 
tolerance of that term. 

“Economist” Sternberg is among 
the doubtful blessings we have in- 
herited from the Weimar Repub- 
lic. As a pseudo-prophet of doom 
he presumably predicted a second 
World War in 1926: German lead- 
ership toward barbarism in 1932; 
German collapse in case of war 
with Russia in 1938; British vic- 
tory with “lavish American aid” 
in 1941 

Rut by careful selection of her 
prophecies even so limited and 
fallible a partisan as Dorothy 
Thompson has made her outpour 
ings seem prophetic, and by simi- 
lar selection this reviewer could 
prove that he prophesied every 
thing that could possibly happen 
from 1932 onward. Prophets are 
@ dime a dozen. 

Sternberg now reveals the fu- 
ture with great fanfare: the era of 
capitalist and imperalist expansion 
has come to an end. The 1929 
crash was never liquidated, but 
only obscured by war. The next 
crash will obliterate all that is 
left of “monopolist capitalist re- 
action.” America, in fact, is now 
the “only capitalist nation on 
earth.” Her present system will 
be liauidated by atomic war or by 
@ sensible turn toward limited so- 
cialism in time to avert the inevi- 
table economic crash due within 
a few years at the most 
John Maynard Keynes and 
horstein Veblen (both better 
economists than Sternberg) antici. 
pated this prophet of'doom by 
nearly two decades. In “Engi- 
neers and the Price System” 
(1919) Veblen revealed that un- 
less our greedy monopolists let 
the engineers pass along the bene- 
fits of technology to the consumer 
we would have a crash in-10 years 
(1929). Keynes’ predictions on 
the economic cons« quences of the 
peace (after World War !) are too 
well known to bear repetition.

Unlike the Christmas shopper, which is a threat to man- 
kind for only about 30 days preceding December 25 each year, 
the College Shopper is dangerous the year round. 

One may feel fairly safe from the Christmas shopper by 
keeping out of department stores and off the streets during 
the open season. But at this writing no defense has been dis- 
covered against the College Shopper. 

He is apt to crop up almost anywhere at any time and once 
exposed t him, there is little one can do. 

His breeding place, strangely enough, is in high schools. 

He is a harmless looking thing at first sight, but careful study 
reveals his innerworkings. 

Upon finishing his high school football career, he is approached 
by various and sundry college coaches, alumni, uncles and repre- 
sentatives of the Community Chest. Their interest in the College 

hopper, of course, is to get him to play football for their institution. 


The Shopper then goes into action. Despite the fact he 
makes up his mind to attend one school, he continues accept- 
ing favors and the pampering and petting of others and gen- 
erally has a high ol’ time for a couple of months. 

As an example, let's say the College Shopper is being 
courted by Georgia Tech, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Auburn 
and South Point Teachers. Because his daddy once had a job 
planting the grass in the stadium, the Shopper in question de- 
cides on Georgia Tech.

European hormone cartel had four subsidiaries 
in the United States. They were Schering, Ciba 
and Roche-Organon, all of New Jersey, and Rare 
Chemicals of New York. Ciba and Roche-Organon 
were offshoots of Swiss firms but Schering and 
Rare Chemicals, which had German parents, were 
seized and turned over to the Alien Property 
Custodian. 


p 42 CHEMICALS and a minor sister, Boeh- 
ringer Corporation, were sold at once to 
National Oil Products of New Jersey, despite a 


claim by their owner, E. T.. Fritzsching, that the 
seizure was illegal because he was an American 
citizen. , 

In the intervening period, hundreds of eager 
investors have pleaded to buy Schering Corpora- 
tion, but Alien Property Custodian Leo T. Crowley 
and his successor, James E. Markham, refused all 
offers. They pointed toa claim by the Swiss Bank 
Corporation that it was the titular owner of 
Schering’s stock (except for 41% of the preferred 
stock held by American investors) and that the 
seizure was illegal 

Some prospective buyers, represented by able 
legal counsel, maintained that this barrier could 
easily be surmounted and tried vainly to consum- 
mate the deal. One such group, headed by a 
Washington engineer, aided by a prominent New 
York attorney and keystoned by an internationally- 
known chemist, proposed to buy Schering and 
continue its work, but to plough back most of 
the profits into research with the understanding 
that any worthwhile discoveries would be made 
available to all pharmaceutical firms. 

This decision was inspired by the thwarted 
efforts and untimely death of an obscure Austrian 
scientist, who had spent most of a lifetime at- 
tempting to find out what caused the infirmities 
of old age and how to prevent them. He was pro- 
ceeding along the same lines as the late A. A. Bo- 
gomolets, the Russian pathologist whose antireti- 
cular-cytotoxic serum purported to prolong life by 
substances extracted from body tissues. 

The Austrian scientist said he found that the

fluid surrounding the embryo in a cow, if with 
drawn and frozen at a certain stage, could be 
processed into an almost magical substance which 
seemed to bring about regeneration in humans. 
This is the substance that relieves allergy ail- 
ments such as psoriasis. 

In addition, he said, experiments showed that 
it would restore victims of glandular maladjust- 
ment to normalcy, restore the sight of persons 
who were nearly blind and cure.such baffling ail 
ments as dementia praecox. 

About the time he was ready to announce his 
success, Austria came under Nazi influence. The 
scientist fled to America to continue his work Dbjit 
instead of encomiums, he received nothing but 
rebuffs. Discouraged, he returned to Austria. 

What he had expected happened. Not long 
after his return there was a knock at his labora 
tory door. Before he could call out, two men in 
uniform burst into the room. Without explanation 
they ransacked his desk, knocked the bottles and 
retorts from his shelves, then took him away. 
During the destruction the scientist found a 
chance to slip a piece of paper to the young gir! 
who was his laboratory assistant. It contained 
all his formulae. “He had already told her what 
to do with it. 

After his death, which was officially attributed 
to suicide, the paper was smuggled to a woman 
doctor who had befriended him while he was in 
America. She entrusted it to the Washington 
engineer, who found that several of his hard 
headed business associates had sufficient confi 
dence in the Austrian’s work.to underwrite an 
attempt to carry on his experiments. 

If their offer for Schering Corporation had 
been accepted, the director of their research de- 
partment was to have been Dr. William Marias 
Malisoff, a physical biochemist who has made the 
lengthening of human life his great study. He was 
an associate of the late Dr. Alexis Carrel and 
was editor of “The Philosophy of Science,” which 
had on its staff such Nobel Prize winners as 
Albert Einstein, Harold C. Urey, Kar! Landsteiner, 
T. H. Morgan and Irving Langmuir. 

Dr. Malisoff was familiar with the formula 
for processing embryonic fluid, but he also had 
theories of his own he hoped to be able to develop 
with the staff and facilities promised to him. 

Some of Malisoff’s most important work had 
been with rabbits. In 1908 the Russians fed rab- 
bits meat and found that the arteries deteriorated 
rapidly. That seemed to indicate that proteins 
were responsible, but when the rabbits were fed 
egg albumen, they had no trouble. 

That eliminated proteins. Next the rabbits 
were fed animal fats, and again their arteries 
went to pieces, but when they consumed olive oil, 
or other vegetable fats, they were all right. It 
seemed apparent that some substance p nt in 
animal fats, but not in vegetable fats, helped to 
destroy the arteries. The Russians decided, ap- 
parently correctly, that the deleterious substance 
was cholesterol, a white crystalline compound 
found in the blood, the bile, nerve tissues, brain 
cells and sometimes in deposit on the eye, where 
it is called a cataract. 

Dr. Malisoff carried on from this point. He 
announced he had discovered that the gradual 
accumulation of cholesterol in the middle layer 
of blood vessels is a mark of the disease known 
as atherosclerosis, a form of hardening of the 
arteries, which is one of the major contributing 
causes of death in old age. 

For many years Malisoff has tried by chemical 
and physical means to prevent this accumulation 
or to dissolve the cholesterol after it had been 
deposited. In one of his experiments he removed 
the thyroid glands from rabbits and then fed 
them cholesterol. Their arteries broke down much 
more rapidly than in normal rabbits with the 
same diet, indicating to him that secretions of 
the thyroid were helpful in fighting off choles- 
terol deposits. He also found that small quantities 
of potassium thiocyanate could take the place of 
the thyroid secretions. 

“There seems to be little doubt that a man 
is as old as his arteries and that his arteries are 
as old as the thickness of their cholesterol de- 
posits,” he says. ° 

Further experiments showed Malisoff that 
cholesterol, which is not soluble in water nor in 
the watery fluid of the blood, could be disinte.- 
grated by sound waves, although just how this 
could be accomplished within the body remained 
a mystery. 

His most remarkable discovery in that direc- 
tion, as reported in the Journal of Biological 
Chemistry, was an indication that short electric 
waves of approximately five meters, well within 
the range used in radio, have a coarsening effect 
on cholesterol and cause it to deposit more rapidly. 

Dr. Malisoff believes that the chemistry of the 
body employs some substance, probably a hor 
mone or enzyme, to oxidize the cholesterol in the 
blood stream. When the oxidation process begins

to break down, old age starts taking its toll. 
Whether Malisoff and his associates could have 
isolated such a hormone or enzyme with the facili 
ties of Schering Corporation is anybody's guess. 

A report of Malisoftf’s findings, with a sug- 
gestion that Schering Corporation might be sold 
to the group who were behind him, was turned 
over to President Roosevelt by a close personal 
friend. He pencilled a note of approval on the 
margin and sent the report t6 Alien Property 
Custodian Crowley. 

Nevertheless, Crowley's brother, S. J. Crow- 
ley, chief of the Division of Business Operations 
of the Alien Property Custodian’s office, sent the 
sponsors a short note which said that no sale 
was contemplated “in the case of the Schering 
Corporation as we plan to continue operating 
this business.” 

As the head of Schering Corporation, Crowley 
installed Francis C. Brown, a San Francisco law- 
yer whom he had made counsel to the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation while he was chair- 
man of that agency. Brown remained as president 
of Schering during Markham’s administration as 
Alien Property Custodian and still holds the job 
under Attorney General Tom Clark, who took 
over all assets of the Alien Property Custodian 
when the office was abolished last October. 

Crowley, who headed the Office of Economic 
Welfare and the Foreign Economic Administra 
tion during the war, has the reputation of being 
good to his friends. In 1939 Victor.Emanuel, one 
of the biggest utility operators in the country, 
made Crowley the $50,000-a-year chairman of 
Standard Gas & Electric Company, a post to 
which he is devoting much of his attention now 
that he is out of the government. 

- 

HORTLY after he became Alien Property Cus 

todian in 1942, Crowley reciprocated by making 
Emanuel a member of the board of two of the 
richest plums in his hands, General Aniline and 
Dye Corporation and General Dyestuff Corpora. 
tion. Big Business has been very sure that Vicfor 
Emanuel was being put in a spot to take over 
General Aniline as soon as the legal obstacles 
could be disposed of, but the tycoon’s resignation 
from the board last October apperently indicated 
that any such plan, if it existed, had fallen 
through. ; 

Meanwhile, Schering Corporation, by helping 
to maintain a_ standard price for two important 
female hormones (alpha-estradiol and progester 
one) and the most effective form of the male 
hormone (testosterone propionate), is enabling 
its two principal competitors, Ciba and Roche 
Organon, to glean fat profits which will find their 
way back to the parent companies in Switzerland 
and Holland. 

The American public, for whom doctors are 
prescribing sex hormones more and more fre- 
quently, is footing the bill

tC y In a Florenz Ziegfeld show in 
du Louisville. There was a property 
boy with the company, a little 
fellow named Harry Ruff. I had the only dressing 
room on the stage and because I had so many 
changes I paid Ruff to keep my entrance clear. 

He took the job seriously and had a lot ot 
trouble at the Louisville theatre with a nosy stage- 
hand who kept getting in my way. 

In the grand finale all the girls wore huge 
papier-mache hats, shaped like boats, each one 
bearing the name of a state. I always wore the 
name of the state in which we were playing, so 
this time it was “Kentucky.” 


Of course, those were the days of long hair. It 
took five or six long hatpins to hold the big hats 
on our heads. I had come off after the last cur- 
tain call and dashed into my dressing room to 
change. Ruff had the way cleared, but only after 
another row with the troublesome _ stagehand. 

My dressing room door was ajar. I had just 
removed my hat and still had the hatpin in my 
hand when my maid suddenly let out a scream. 

“Look! There’s a big fight on the stage.” 

I glanced out. There was a crowd of about 40 
men, most of them local rowdies who hung around 
the alley. They had streamed in after the curtain 
fell and were milling around Ruff. The trouble. 
some stagehand was leading the pack. 

I did the natural thing. At least it was the 
natural thing for me. I rushed out to help Ruff. 
They were beating him up. Just as I reached the 
circle I saw the stagehand grab Ruff by the 
collar and lift him off his feet. 

It didn’t take me long to claw my way to 
Ruff’s side. 

Then one of them yelled: 

“Hey! Look out! She's got a hatpin!” 

I hadn't realized it until then, but sure enough. 
I still had the hatpins clutchéd in my hand. The 
old-fashioned hatpin was a pretty wicked weapon. 

The men scattered and ran for the stairs lead. 
ing to the street. I ran after them, I was so mad 
at what they were doing to our property man, 
but they outdistanced me. . 

Ruff wasn’t hurt much, so I went back to mv 
dressing room and promptly forgot the incident. 

I was sleeping soundly the next morning when 
someone rapped on my door. It was 7 o'clock. 
Mr. Rosenbaum, the manager of our company, 
was outside. 

“Don’t be alarmed, Miss Tanguay,” he said, 
“but I must see you at once. It’s important.” 

I slipped into a robe, half awake, and let him in. 

“This is pretty serious,” he went on. “The 
sheriff's here with a warrant for your arrest. The 
patrol wagon’s downstairs.” 

I was wide awake then. 

“This is a poor time of day for a joke,” I 
grumbled. “What is this——” 

“No, I'm not joking. You're being arrested for 
assault with intent to kill. It’s about that stage. 
hand you stabbed last night.” 

I couldn't believe it. I was sure I hadn't 
stabbed anyone, but I couldn’t deny having the 
hatpins in my hand. 

A cold chill shook me. I wondered if I really 
had stabbed someone in my excitement. I put ina 
quick call for my lawyer in Chicago to hurry to 
Louisville. Then I jumped into my clothes and 
scurried downstairs with the sheriff by my side. 
All I can say is that I went peaceably. 

Sure enough there was the Black Maria at the 
curb waiting for me, stern-faced officers standing 
around to make sure the culprit didn’t escape. I 
never was the fainting type. If I had been that 
would have been the time for me to do it. 

Into the wagon I went, a policeman on each 
side of me. Eva was on her way to the calaboose. 

I can laugh about it now. I couldn't then. I 
could see the headlines, “Eva Tanguay Stabs Man 
With Hatpin.” “Comedy Star Jailed for Assault 
With Intent to KilL” It was horrible. 

I was taken into court later in the day for a 
formal reading of the charges. The room was 
packed with people who wanted a glimpse of the 
terrible creature who had stabbed a man. The 
newsboys outside were yelling the extras about it. 

I was released on $1,000 bail. At least I was 
out of jail. 

The case was sef to be heard the next day, but 
when I reached court the prosecutor announced 
that the victim was in critical condition, might not 
recover, and asked for a continuance pending the 
outcome of his injuries. Now I was more worried 
than ever. What would happen if the fellow died? 
What was prison life like? 
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The show moved on, I was left behind to face 
the charges. 

Finally, the case came to trial. There were 
boos and hisses as I walked into the courtroom. 
That hurt. I prayed that the truth might prevail. 

I was placed on the witness stand and told my 
story. I hadn’t knowingly touched anyone with a 
hatpin. I couldn’t say much more. 

While I was testifying a messenger came into 
the courtroom. There was a conference among 
the attorneys and the judge. I didn’t know what 
was going on, but it seemed that there was a man 
outside who had asked to be heard. He wag a 
physician. The judge ruled that he might testify. 

Down the corridor walked a man who had been 
a childhood sweetheart. I met him on a train on 
my first trip away from home with the Redding 
Stanton Company. I was 10 then. He was 14. He

“Dr. Robert Kingsley.” Still later he asked me to 
marry him. I didn’t accept. 

Now this grand friend had come to my aid in 
my hour of trouble. 

Doctor Kingsley was called to the stand. He 
testified that he had taken it upon himself to 
examine the man-I was accused of stabbing, that 
he had found only superficial wounds and those on 
the abdomen, but bandaged in a manner to give 
the appearance of serious injury. 

Other witnesses swore that it would have been 
impossible for me to have inflicted the wounds 
since the man had fled at my sight and if I had 
touched him at all the injuries would have been 
in his back. 

The judge was convinced by Doctor Kingsley’s 
testimony. He dismissed the charges. I walked 
out of the courtroom a free woman again, Another 
crisis in my life was over. 

I rejoined the show in Indianapolis. Doctor 
Kingsley remained near me a few days and 
renewed his proposal of marriage. I admired him 
greatly and appreciated all he had done for me 
but I couldn’t make up my mind to say “Yes.” 

I turned to him once again when I was in 
trouble years later. A saddening message came 
back that he was dead. , 

With the distressing Louisville episode behind 
me I threw my whole heart into my theatrical 
career again. When the tour with the Ziegfeld 
company ended I was signed to play in “Salome.” 

Percy Williams had just returned from London 
where he had seen Maude Adams play the role. I 


was sitting in a dentist’s chair when the notion 


struck me that I wanted to play “Salome.” Every- 
body was talking about it. I jumped up with a 
tooth half filled and told the dentist he would have 
to finish the job some other day. Half an hour 
later I had signed a contract with Percy Williams.

C. F. Zittell, better known to Broadway a5 
“Zit,” was my manager then. He is the man who 
was chiefly responsible for getting my salary 
check boosted to. $3500 a week, the highest figure 
ever paid to a vaudeville performer in those days. 
gut he hooted at the idea about playing “Salome.” 

“You aren't graceful! You can’t dance. You 
can't sing,” he told me. “I'll have to go out of 
town so I can’t see it if you go through with this.” 

I went ahead anyway and played “Salome” as 
it never had been played before. I had strings of 
rhinestones and pearls all over me- but not much 
else. I was so undressed that my sister fainted 
in the audience the first time she saw me. 

I mixed in a few “Highland Fling” and “Sailor’s 
Hornpipe” steps along with everything else I 
knew. Instead of carrying a papier-mache head of 
Saint John the Baptist by the hair I had a boy 
with huge black eyes sit in a Roman gilded box 
with only his head exposed, as if on a platter. It 
was covered with a piece of black silk. I sang to 
him, something none of the other Salomes did. 
Then I would run and pul! the black silk off his 
head.

We 
were playing to packed houses everywhere. I 
was at the peak of my success. 

We were playing in Ann Arbor, Michigan. One 
of the men in the company was Johnny Ford. He 
was very dapper with his cane and spats, a happy- 
go-lucky fellow, and a fine trouper. I liked him 
but our association was strictly professional.

UNBORN CHILD

HERYL ANN BAUGHMAN, born 
recently in Chicago, has _ the 
unique distinction of having 

come into this world already a plain- 
tiff in a test case in one of the basic 
branches of civil law, domestic rela- 
tions. 

Several months before herbirth, a 
suit was filed on her behalf against 
her own grandmother, Mrs. Rose 
Baughman, charging alienation of the 
affection she normally would have 
received from her father, 24-year-old 
Navy veteran Richard Baughman. 

The unique action, which may 
establish prenatal legal rights for 
children everywhere, actually was in- 
vited by a Superior Court judge try- 
ing to unravel a snar! of apron string 
restraints and marital ties. 

It goes beyond the precedent re- 
cently set by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals at Chicago in 
granting a child permission to sue an 
interloper for the loss of any measure 
of a parent’s natural love, guidance 
and moral support. 

Based on that decision, Baby 
Cheryl Ann vs. Grandmother poses a 
new question: Does the right of re- 
dress extend to an unborn child who 
may be born into a broken home? 

A doting mother herself, 51l-year- 
old Mrs. Baughman was accused of 
inducing her son, Richard, to desert 
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Millicent, 23, the pretty young war 
worker he married on a furlough in 
July, 1943, and the first child of their 
union, two-year-old Lynn. 

Bitter at memories of what she 
said had been jealous competition for 
the love and faith of Richard, the 
young wife began court action against 
her mother-in-law. She asked $25,000 
in damages for herself and another 
$25,000 on behalf of Lynn. 

The grandmother, it was claimed 
in the second suit, “contrived wickedly 
to injure this child by depriving her 
of the society of her father and to 
destroy his affection for her.” 

During a preliminary hearing at 
which she and Lynn were granted 
$23 for their support out of the $39 
a week Richard now earns as an elec- 
tric company draftsman, Millicent ex- 
pressed fear that her second child’s 
birth into a fatherless home might 
affect its happiness. 

After this testimony was given, 
Judge Elmer J. Schnackenberg turned 
to Millicent’s attorney, Sol R. Fried- 
man, and demanded: 

“What about the unborn child? 
Will it not also be deprived of a 
father’s love and the comforts of a 
happy home? Well, then, why don’t 
you file suit on its behalf too?” 

Acting on Schnackenberg’s sug- 
gestion, Friedman filed an unprece- 
dented $25,000 damage suit on behalf 
of Baby Baughman-to-be, which was 
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Plaintiff Cheryl Ann and Her Mother, Millicent. 


as nearly as the court clerk could re- 
cord the plaintiff's name at the time. 

A demurrer was filed against this 
suit, but the judge allowed it to be 
placed on the calendar. 

In discussing her shattered ro- 
mance, Millicent said: “We had a big 
church ceremony. His mother ar- 
ranged it. It wasn’t what I wanted, 
but she said Dick always wanted a 
nice wedding. Naturally I agreed.” 

Dick was assigned to the Chicago 
area and, with Millicent continuing on 
her job, the honeymooners set up 
home in a furnished room “not far 
from mother.” 

According to the bride, “mother- 
in-law meddling” began almost imme- 
diately. She told Judge Schnacken- 
berg that the elder Mrs. (Baughman 
tried to regain full control of Rich- 
ard’s affections. “Dick began to find 
fault in petty things,” Millicent said. 
Only a few. months after the wed- 
ding, he walked out, and sent a di- 
vorce summons. ‘T'wo days later he 
walked back, pleading: 

“Forgive me, darling. I 
want to do it, but mother...” 

She forgave, and a few weeks later 
when Richard was transferred to 
Rhode Island he took Millicent with 
him to a tiny apartment. 

“We were happy,” Millicent re- 
membered. ‘“That’s where Lynn was

born. The three of us were happy— 
until Mrs. Baughman followed us.” 

When Richard was ordered over- 
seas he persuaded Millicent to return 
to Chicago and live with his mother. 

“Every time I got a letter,” Milli- 
cent said, “she’d cry because she 
didn’t get one. I don’t know what 
she wrote Dick, but he told me he 
finally asked his chaplain about 
whether a man owed first duty to his 
wife or his mother.” 

Shortly before the sailor was due 
home, Mrs. Baughman asked Milli- 
cent to move out of her house, the 
young wife said. 

Friends sheltered the mother and 
baby, but they couldn’t find room for 
Richard, too. So the discharged vet- 
eran returned to his mother’s home. 

“At first he came to see me every 
minute he could spare from work, 
and we were together almost all the 
time,” Millicent said. But apron 
strings tied to Richard were drawn 
tight again, she continued, “and he 
resumed his criticism. Finally he told 
me he was never going to see me 
again.” 

An Illinois law which barre 
alienation of affection suits between 
adults was declared unconstitutiona 
recently by the State Supreme Court 
and Millicent’s personal action is 
among the first scheduled for trial.

HERE isn’t much time left now, 
Tox a little more than enough to 

think back on the past and what 
it might have brought me and per- 
haps some to wonder how I'll feel 
« when it comes time to go. 

I don’t know how I'll feel now. 
Maybe I'll break down’ and cry like 
any little kid, but I hope I'll stand up 
like a man and pretend I’m not afraid. 

Anyway, I'll know one thing, that 
no good is done for anybody by kill- 
ing me. Killing people doesn’t bring 
a murdered man back to life. 

If only the world and the people 
in it could find a better way to make 
kids behave, without executing them! 

If there had been such a better 
way when I was a kid everything 
might have been different for me to- 
day. Maybe some day there will be 
one and then things will surely be 
different for others like me. 

As I go over my own past in these 
Jast precious hours of living, I know 
that had I been properly advised and 
properly handled I could have grown 
up as decently as anyone’s son. 

The farthest back I can remember 
is living on a farm in Idaho. When 
I was five my father went to Klamath 
Falls, Ore., to arrange for moving the 
family there. My sister had a cold 
and my mother bought her = sone 
cough drops. I got up on a chair and 
stole one. That was my first stealing 
and I’ve been at it ever since. 

Once I stole a check from my 
father and tried to cash it. The store- 
keeper told my father and I got a 
beating I never forgot, omy it didn’t 
do me any good. 

I started running away and kept at 
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it even when my parents made me 
wear my sister’s dresses. 

When I was 10, I joined a neigh- 
borhood gang and we used to steai 
whisky from bootleggers. I stole $20 
from a house and a .22-caliber pistol 
from a parked car. All the kids 
envied me after that. Later, we were 
caught stealing watermelons, jailed 
and paroled. 

About that time I had a police dog 
that could steal more food than I. 

What made me mad then was that 
I got blamed every time anything was 
stolen in school. The teachers would 
point me out and sometimes a cop 
would be called. To get even, 1 would 
break into the schoo! and steal or de- 
stroy everything I could find. 

When I won a knife fight with a 
Mexican kid, the other kids thought 
I was pretty tough. I sort of liked 
that and began packing a gun at 
school, just to show off. 

I pulled my first stickup at 11 with 
a kid named Bob. We had -burlap 
bags over our heads and Bob put the 
gun on our victim. The man laughed 
and said he’d play with us some other 
day. We were so surprised we just 
steod there while he drove away. 

I had a fight with a kid one day 
and he was drowned later while 
swimming. Though I was innocent, 
people accused me of drowning him. 
A charge filed against me was dropped, 
but I got a bad reputation. 

I fought in the preliminaries at 
Legion Hall in Klamath Falls for 
money the fans threw into the ring. 
I worked with a taxi driver, who told 
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me when people went out for the 
night so I could prow! their houses, 

My mother often found stolen 
stuff in the house and returned it. 
My father, realizing his beatings did 
no good, gave up trying. 

I was sentenced to reform schoo! 
when a stamp book was missing at 
school. 1 can truthfully say 1 never 
took it. 

Reform school finished me. By the 
time I got out of there I knew a lot 
about stealing, and hated policemen. 

I was paroled in four months and 
used to go around with a .22 rifle on 
the handlebars of my bike. Every 
week end I would steal a bike and 
ride it over to Ashland and sell it. 
Then I'd steal one there and ride it 
back. I made about $20 a trip. 

They were going to send me to re- 
form school again for stealing a 
shotgun and bike, but my mother per- 
suaded the authorities to send me to 
my uncle in Idaho. 

He was a fine man and knew what 
a boy liked. He gave me a horse and 
gun and I did a lot of work around 
his place. That was the most enjoy- 
able time of my whole life. I never 
stole anything the whole time I was 
there. I never even had an urge: to. 
My uncle. took me swimming and 
hunting and when he told me to do 
anything I did it gladly. 

My happy days ended too soon. 
My aunt and cousins took me back to 
Klamath Falls and trouble. 

A cop shot at me as I climbed out 
of a laundry window and I shot back. 
Later, I was arrested and got four 
years in reform school, but escaped. 

I stuck up a restaurant and went 


to reform school for another four 
months. With two others, I robbed 
a house and got six years in the peni- 
tentiary, but was paroled after serv- 
ing two. I stole a car in Pendleton 
and got, and served, four years. 

| tried to get into. the army, but 
was told they weren’t taking ex-con- 
victs. I met and palled around with 
Bill Duffy, who was kicked out of 
the Marines for the same reason. 

We were caught stealing and sen- 
tenced to Federal prison. I got two 
years and Bill was waiting for me 
when I got out. We robbed a filling 
station at Nampa, Ore., and were 
chased by the state police. In a run- 
ning gunfight, Bill and a_ trooper 
were Killed and I was captured and 
sentenced to death. 

Maybe I’ve been a problem to 
everybody, but I never did myself 
much good either. I know how a kid 
feels when he’s facing the gas cham- 
ber and it isn’t very consoling either 
to look back and wonder whether 
things might have been different if I 
hadn't stolen that first cough drop. 

I don’t know about those things. I 
don’t know what is best to do with a 
kid who is a little wild. 

Whatever they decide to do, noth- 
ing will help me. Putting me in the 
gas chamber isn’t going to help other 
crazy kids from doing the things ! 
have done. They will end me, but 
what about the others growing up 
now? Are you going to let them 
grow up wild and then execute them? 

It all sounds foolish somehow. It 
seems to me there ought to be a bet- 
ter way to teach kids that they 
should obey the law and live right.

It's her chance to don the 
star's costume and go out and give 
the audience all she’s got. 

Ann Crowley played the matinee 
and evening performances like a sea- 
soned trouper. She really meant it, 
too, when she sang “Oh, what a beau 
‘tiful morning! Oh, what a beautiful 
day!” It was the best one yet in her 
young life. The only trouble the five 
foot actress had was to reach high 
enough to kiss the _ six-foot-three 
Curly, who is the love interest op- 
posite Laurey. 

When the singing Cinderella’s day 
was done, even the gruff stagehands, 
who have seen the best perform, 
told her she was swell, The news- 
papers said she was, too. 

Two years ago, Ann won a $1000 
music scholarship awarded by Ameri 
can Legion Post 121 of Scranton, Pa.., 
her home town.

Both Betty Jane Watson and Iva 
Withers, the Julie in “Carousel,” 
once understudied the very roles they 
now star in. 

It is the exception, and not the 
rule, when an understudy who has 
had a chance to play a role, wins it 
permanently if the star leaves during 
the show's run. The producer might 
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feel that the understady Aoes not 
have a big enough box office name, 
regardiess of her talent. 

That’s what happened to Helen 
Marcy who understudied Betty Field 
in Elmer Rice’s “Dream Girl,” and 
also played a supporting role. Miss 
Field became ill shortly after the 
play opened a year ago.’ Miss Marcy 
took over the lead, a particularly dif 
ficult and demanding one. 

The next morning, the drama 
critics acclaimed Miss Marcy's per- 
formance as excellent. Eventually 
when illness forced Miss Field to 
leave the show permanently, instead 
of awarding the role to Miss Marcy, 
the management wanted a name star.

If casting along Broadway is slow, 
an understudy’s part is frequently 
easier to find. It provides good basic 
training, Understudies generally are 
given a small part in the show so 
that waiting will not be too tedious. 

When an understudy goes on for 
a player, a theatre ruling requires a 
notice to that effect must be posted 
at the box office window, or an an- 
nouncement made from the stage. 

“Tt’s an amazing thing,” one Uun- 
derstudy who is still awaiting her 
chance, remarked, “very few people 
walk out and ask for their money 
back. If the managers were as will- 
ing to give new people a chance as 
the public is, there would be a lot 
of new talent unearthed in _ the 
theatre.”

LUCK» LOVES

CHAPTER Ill 

UCKY BALDWIN didn’t care what 
people thought about him so long as they didn’t 
take him for a sucker, or accuse him of having 
inferior racing stock. His dread of being mis- 
taken for an easy mark was what caused him 
to go to extremes in delaying the payment of 
legitimate debts, he once confided to a friend. 

The blow to his pride caused by the defeat of 
Mollie McCarthy, the mare he thought could out- 
run anything on four legs, led the hard-hearted, 
tight-fisted old codger to negiect his real estate 
and mining interests in order to assemble a stable 
of thoroughbreds that he could match against the 
country’s best. 

One field he didn’t neglect, however, was that 
of romance—or what passed with him for the 
tender emotion. Lucky made his fourth and final 
trip down that old middle aisle on May 20, 1884, 
with Lillie Bennett, 40 years his junior. But he 
didn’t take his vows seriously this time, either. 

Soon he was notorious as the playboy of the 


Western world and was involved with many girls. 

Louise Perkins, one of many who sued him, 
won a settlement after five years of litigation. 

If Baldwin had no sense when it came to his 
amours, he displayed plenty of it in matters con- 
cerning horses. His adviser in his racing affairs 
was Budd Doble, best harness horse driver in 
America at the time and Lucky’s son-in-law in the 
bargain, as husband pro tem of his daughter, 
Clara (who also married four times). 

Grinstead and Rutherford, two of the colts 
Baldwin bought at Saratoga on the advice of 
Doble, became the nucleus of his breeding stock. 
Grinstead sired two of Baldwin's four American 
Derby winners, Volante and Silver Cloud. 

Volante carried Baldwin's racing colors to their 
first important triumph at Washington Park, 
Chicago, in 1885. That was in the second running 
of the American Derby, an event destined to be 
the most important horse race in America in the 
period between 1893 and 1904 when the Kentucky 
Derby was just a comparatively minor event. 


It wasn’t until Rosebud won in 1914 that the 
Churchill Downs classic began to come into its 
own, due to the suspension of the American Derby 
for a 22-year period. 

Untutored though Baldwin was, he knew 
enough to surround himself with the best in what- 
ever field of endeavor he happened to be engaged. 
The best jockey on the American turf in those 
days was Isaac Murphy, the Negro rider who 
during his career booted home three Kentucky 
Derby winners. Baldwin engaged Murphy for 
Volante in the Washington Park classic and the 
little Negro, giving the colt a perfect ride, pulled 
away from the rest of the field in the stretch to 
win easily. Lucky cleaned up at 7 to 1. 

The following year, Silver Cloud, half brother 
of Volante, carried the Baldwin colors in the 
American Derby and again Isaac Murphy rode 
him. This time, the price was 20 to 1. Lucky 
Baldwin was considerably richer after the race. 

The honor of winning the American Derby 
three years in succession was denied bhira when 
Cc. H. Todd, owned by another colorfwv! Californian 
named “White Hat” McCarty, nosed out Lucky’s 
filly, Miss Ford, in 1887. But Baldwin came back 
strong in 1888 and won the event with the best 
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horse he ever saddled--E-mperor of Norfolk. Isaac 
Murphy rode him. 

The Emperor won 20 races in his two racing 
campaigns but broke down after his eighth con 
secutive victory as a three-year-old. Baldwin dis 
posed of the colt which was retired to the stud. 


HE Emperor produced only one good horse, Roy 

del Carreres, who won fame as one of the 
fastest sprinters ever seen in the United States. 
Richard Croker, Tammany chieftain of the 90s, 
paid a high price for him, shipped him to England, 
changed his name to Americus and won many 
races with him abroad. His name will be found 
in the pedigrees of many crack English horses. 

Los Angeles, a contemporary of the Emperor 
of Norfolk, was the greatest filly Baldwin ever 
owned. One of America’s best racing mares, she 
was about on a par with the modern Gallorette. 
In five seasons she won 48 times. 

As a three-year-old in 1888, the spring of the 
big blizzard, Los Angeles was entered in the 
Latonia Derby and was quoted at 4 to 1. Co 
favorites for the Derby were Gallifet and White 

White led for practically all the way, and 
shook off Gallifet. But Los Angeles came on with 
such a rush that he finished in a dead heat. It 
was the custom in those days for the owners olf 
horses figuring in a dead heat either to divide 
first and second money equally or have a run-off, 
But they had to be in agreement. If one refused 
to run off the dead heat the other collected the 
winner's purse by walking over the course. 

William Scully, the New York horseman 
handling White insisted on a runoff. Baldwin's 
trainer, doubting the ability of his filly to run 
another gruelling mile and a half race after only 
a half hour's rest, tried to persuade Scully to 
divide the stakes, but to no avail. Taciturn Lucky 
Laldwin stood by listening to the argument and 
finally commanded his trainer to get the filly 
ready for the runoff heat. 

The books made White a 4 to 5 favorite. 
White's rider, hoping to make a runaway race 
of it, set a fast pace and led by four lengths at 
the mile post But 200 yards from home Los 
Angeles swept by him and won by four lengths. 

Hier time for the second heat was a quarter ol 
a second faster than in the original race. She 
went on to win 12 more races that year and 
finished third in the American Derby. 

Albert Cooper, a Negro, who trained her was 
with Baldwin only a short time. In that respect 
he wasn't unlque. Lucky hired and fired trainers 
in gross lots. Henry McDaniel, one of the oldest 
cetive trainers in America until his recent retire 
ment, is a Baldwin alumnus. Sam Hildreth, who 


later trained for August. Belmont and Samuel’ 


hnicdie, was another. 

Yet, Lucky had a Negro horseshoer named 
John Fisher in his employ for 37 years. This 
expert plater was without a peer in taking care 
otf horses’ hooves and equipping them with the 
right type of plates for every occasion, 

Los Angeles was far more successful as a 
racer than as a breeder, although one of her sons, 
Los Angeleno, won some spectrcular races. 

The last great horse of the Baldwin line was 
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tey El Santa Anita, who was sired by an Aus 
tralian stallion. ‘There probably never was a 
sulkier horse than Rey El. If he didn’t choose to 
run, common plugs could beat him. But when in 
the mood, he could pull away from lightning 

In two of his campaigns he beat all the best 
race horses in America at least once—and the list 
included Henry of Navarre, Clifford and Domino 
Rey El Santa Anita gave Baldwin his fourth 
American Derby winner in 1894, and at 40 to 1, 
he was another Comstock lode for Lucky. There 
were other good horses in the Baltiwin- stable 
notably Santa Ana, Bonita, Duchess of Norfolk 
Prince of Norfolk, Santiago, Galindo and Lucky 
B, but they couldn’t measure up to Rey EL. 

In 1914, when Anita Baldwin was 24, she 
shipped him from her Santa Anita Ranch to the 
Panama Pacific Exposition in San Francisco to 
be exhibited in the Horse Show. Rey El had 
always been her pride. Her father favored 
Emperor of Norfolk. 

Galindo, one of Baldwin's less famed horses, is 
remembered chiefly because he was beaten by a 
nose when Pittsburgh Phil made his first big kill 
ing on King Cadmus. Alj the other horses in the 
big fleld folded up except Lucky’s runner. It was 
characteristic of Baldwin's harses that, no matter 
what their class, they always were in there trying 

But for all Lucky’s shrewdness and his desire 
to excel in the racing field, he never seemed to 
grasp the fundamentals of the science of breeding 
Whereas Marcus Daly, the copper magnate, a 
James R. Keene followed the policy of breeding 
the best to the best, Lucky just turned his stock 
loose and let nature take its course. 

The Baldwin breeding system produced = the 
greatest crop of platers that ever ciuttered ‘up 
American race tracks. Yet, Lucky was so Pisein 
ated by the atmosphere of race tracks that he ! 
the management of his vast business enterprises 
in the hands of subordinates for months at a 
time, while he looked after his plugs 

Once he was so hard pressed for cosh that he 
decided to dispose of all his stock. But Baldwi 
luck came to his rescue avain. Before he could 
arrange for the sale, several real estate deals 
turned out so profitably that he forgot ail about 
his resolve to quit racing 

Although inclined to be a lone wolf at the 
track Lucky would talk to anyone who entered 
into conversation with him. Once, he encountered 
a tout who confided in him that the fourth race 
on the card was fixed for “this fellow Baldwin to 
win.” Lucky egged the rogue on, just to listen 
to his sales talk and finally gave him $10 to bet 
for “both of us.” Indignant, the tout demanded 
$100 “to take care of Baldwin’s right hand man.” 
At this, Lucky broke into a hearty guffaw 
revealed his identity, and showed the tout a wad 
of bookmakers’ receipts for his bets and said: 
“Root this horse in and you'll get $200.” 

Often cheated by merchants and employes, he 
never sought legal redress. Yet he was being 
constantly sued himself for everything from 
breach of promise down to failure to pay a small

bill During one period he paid the employes 
of his great Santa Anita Ranch in scrip money 
which was accepted in the stores he operated. 
After about a year of this, the scrip became about 
aS valuable as the paper on which it was printed 
ind there were riots on the ranch and threats of 
Violence to its owner. 

Long before oil was discovered on Baldwin's 
property he predicted that it would be found. 
Once he offered some land to an old employe in 
payment of long overdue wages. The old retainer 
refused to accept the lots which today are worth 
thousands of times the amount of the debt, because 
they are on the site of several oil wells 

At the turn of the century there were 25.000 
sheep on the Baidwin ranch; thousands of head ot 
cattle, horses and mules; over a hundred thousand 
gallons of wines and brandies produced from its 
vineyards; hundreds of acres of grain and vast 
fruit orchards. Baldwin joined the Klondike gold 
rush in 1899, intending to open a store, hotel and 
gambling house in Nontfe. 

After buying property there, however he 
returned to the States, was stricken ill and ordered 
one of his agents to dispose of his Nome holdings. 
His Oakwood Hote! on the ranch property and his 
daughter Clara's cafe drew the Los Anvles 
plungers of that era. Fach had a gambling casino 

Lucky opened the original Santa Anita race 
track itn 1907. It was of the finest tn the United 


“States but it was forced to suspend onerations 


early in 1909 when California’s Leyislature out- 
lawed betting with bookmakers. The automobile 
was just beginning to come into general use about 
that time and a dealer tried to sell one to Lucky. 
Hle refused on the ground that he couldn't 
afford one. How truthfully he had spoken was 
revealed soon after this in March, 1909. when he 
died_d at the age of “!). and his huge holdings were 
found to be morijrajred right up to the hilt 
“Heirs” now popped up all over the country 
More suits were udded to the seores he had been 
leferdin: rie up to the time of his death Liis 
will ooknowiliedged the existence of a third daugh 
ter, previously unknown, and Clara and Anita 
settled her claims out of court for $50,000. 


\ lilt... the courts were heartne the various 
claims, most of them spurious, the estate which 
had been worth $10,000,000 and mortgaged tor 
about the same amount, Jumped in value to about 
S.20,000,000, When Clara Baldwin died in 1928, she 
left $10,000,000 to charities. Anita, who died only 
a few years ago aiso lett a tremendous wad 
Today, the only thing besides his legend and 
his mausoleum in San Franciseo that’s left as a 
memorial to Lucky Baldwin is a stallion called 
key el Rio, who stands at a breeding farm near 
Reliance, S. D., and has yet to produce even a 
good claiming plater. Lucky wasn’t lucky in love 
Neither, it would seem, were his race horses.

ELIGION is concerned with what we may 
eo term the “mighty atom of brotherly love.”

But for mv part, I cannot feel that the times 
warrant any such satisfaction.

Rather do we 
find the reverse——strife, rumors of war, rampant 
selfishness. The brotherhood of man seems a 
mockery as we look around the world, or even 
if we observe our own land. 

As a nation we have stressed the need of vast 
social improvements affecting the great mass of 
our peonrie. We have taken some of these strides 
and made progress, and the church and the nation 
unhesitatingly applaud these long overdue ad- 
vances. 

But now observe, if you will, where the best 
of this progress has left us as a nation. Our 
people are torn by dissensions, routed by selfish 
minorities, defeated, it seems, by the very ma. 
chinery of our good intentions. 

Dependence for salvation on social improve- 
ments, activated by political expediency, can only 
result finally in widenimg the gaps between na- 
_tional groups, gaps which we must close and 
abolish, not render permanent, because the neces- 
sary priceless ingredients of Christian tolerance, 
Christian love, and Christian brotherhood are left 
out of the formula and plan of life. Here lie the 
real hope and opportunity of the church, the un- 
selfish church with an unselfish purpose. 

But we must be a dynamic church, not a static 
complacent body, or we cannot progress and 
to use the language of the market place—we can- 
not sell our priceless hopes and plans for a better 
America and eventually a better world for all 
people. 
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I don’t think for a moment that we have 
forgotten the small but mighty rock on which we 


Stand firm. But I do think that we accept it so 
easily that we forget the nature of its power. To 
us, on the day of God, it is a living thing. The 
rest of the week we take it for granted. Perhap 
the time is come when we siiall turn to this 
mighty atom of brotherly love and examine | 
closely and learn from it once more the true 
secret of happiness, for it is the ammunition of 
faith and the strong right arm of righteousness. 

Our church, the Christian church universally, 
today stands at a crossroads. One signpost is 
labeled “To As-You-Were-Ville”. That is not the 
worst place to go. It is comfortable to an extreme. 
It provides many opportunities—-Sunday opportu- 
nities—-for unselfish Christian living. It estab- 
lishes many chances for unselfish examples for 
the mass of our people to view and judge and 
decide for themselves as to desirability. 

The other road is marked “Golden Opportu- 
nity” and perhaps it may also bear the legend, 
“This is your last chance,” for all we can know. 
Most Americans, in fact most people in the world, 
know in their hearts that the era of material 
selfishness has not brought us real peace and 
progress. We are a people that is spiritually des- 
titute in the midst of our material prosperity. 

When we contemplate the problems that are 
nationwide—and ours is really worldwide—-we 
naturally are appalled at their magnitude, forget- 
ting that help, tremendous help, can be enlisted 
if, in our own spheres of influence, we have the 
urge, the spiritual help and overwhelming desire 
to project the church as a dynamic force for 
righteousness and good for our fellow men. God's 
revelation, through His Son, is the leaven so 
sorely needed in this troubled world. 

Our present problem is not too dissimilar to 
the problem of a large corporation. Today, we 
are in the midst of industrial strife which, to be 
sure, is fed by selfish political interests. But these 
interests are only applying themselves to a dis.

RIGHT lights and first-night performances along the 
BR Great White Way; night clubs where celebrities rub 

elbows with plain millionaires; exclusive shops where 
a mink wouldn’t speak to a muskrat; these are the things 
most strangers think of when they hear the magic words 
“New York.” 

These are the lures that bring visitors to the Big City. 

Actually, however, glittering Broadway and wealthy Park 
Avenue are only window dressing behind which millions of 
metropolitans live comparatively simple, home-loving lives. 

A scant five per cent of the inhabitants of the nation’s 
biggest city lead the glamorous existence most outsiders 
believe to be representative of New York, 

Artist Rudolph Schabelitz has been a city dweller all his 
life and knows the great metropolis well. He paints and 
sketches incidents from the lives of the majority of its people 
as he sees them in the streets or on the rooftops. 

It is in those places, and in the little communigy parks, 
that many a weary citizen finds brief relaxation and a place 
in which to dream. 

Arranged in a kind of crazy-quilt pattern within the Big 
City there are hundreds of “small town” centers. Everyone 
has heard of Greenwich Village, once strictly the locale of 
Bohemianism and artists, but now a place where many 
white collar people live, too. The Village is only one of the 
many small, self-contained communities. 

It is in a section along Second Avenue, in the 60s and 
70s, that Artist Schabelitz finds inspiration for much of 
his work. Here, only a little more than the proverbial 
stone’s throw from the Park Avenue of millionaires, life is 
devoid of luxuries. Nevertheless it is rich with the gamut 
of human emotions, and human experience. 

From the vantage point of his 18th-floor terrace the 
artist frequently catches a bird’s-eye view of scenes like 
the one of the two young housewives frantically rescuing 
the clothes from the rooftop line as a storm races in over 
the East River with the threat of a deluge. 

Sometimes it is romance, or a tired business couple in 
search of a breath of air, that catches the painter’s eye. 

Because so many New Yorkers are transients, moving 
from place to place in the city when housing facilities 
permit, there is much aloneness in it. It is common not to 
know the. person who lives next door. . 

Since so frequently there are no next-door-neighbors, in 
the sense that one must put up a front for them, no one 
seems conscious of watchful eyes. 

This, perhaps, is the most outstanding thing that sets 
the people of its little villages apart from small town dwellers 
in the world outside of Manhattan.

EANING out of his car, 16-year- 
a old Robert Marth aimed his .22 

rifle at a sparrow perched on 
the wheel of a wagon in a field out- 
side Plymouth, Wis. He squeezed 
the trigger. 

He heard the faint “pop” of his 
light gun. Then, in a thundering vol- 
canic billow of smoke and dust the 
sparrow, the wagon, and the entire 
field erupted in front of him. 

In Plymouth, windows were shat- 
in 600 homes, stores and fac- 
tories. Fruit and merchandise, blown 
through glass store fronts, littered 
Main Street. Power lines were torn 
down, leaving towns in the area with- 
out electricity. The explosion, a roar 
heard 15 miles distant in Sheboygan 
Falls, caused $50,000 damave. 

The wagon on which the sparrow 
had been sitting had held a blasting 
contractor’s cache of 1,300 pounds of 
dynamite! 

Luckily no one was hurt—-not 
even young Marth, He was fined $26 
for “discharging a firearm from a 
vehicle” and for “wanton destruction 
of property.” 

The destruction in this case is but 
a small part of the annual cost of 
accidents which could have been pre 
vented. Far worse than the loss. in 
dollars is the loss in lives. Avoidable 
accidents killed 96,000 persons_ in 
1945, according to the National Safety 
Counctlover a third in homes.

They try 
to hold her down, but she 
takes advantage of them 
with alligator tears in her 
big blue eyes. 

“We agree girls shouldn't 
have to have chaperons, 
but shouldn’t go out with 
the opposite sex until aged 
a little, not at 14 and 15 
anyway.” 

Helen Drushchke of La 
Crosse, Wis., takes another 
viewpoint. She writes: 

“. .IT’m nearly 15 and 
have been associating with 
boys for three years.

Gowns 
are cut daringly decollete 
certainly a logical reason 
why the throat and neck, 
since they are exposed, 
should be focal points of 
beauty. 

Your throat is the pedestal 


for your face. When it is 
lined, the face, however 
deftly made up, loses much 
of its youthful -resiliency 
and attractiveness. 

Even if you are only 20 
and have a tendency to dry- 
ness, your throat and neck 
need a gentle and effective 
lubricating cream. If your 
complexion tends to be oily, 
remember the throat and 
neck never are! They need 
constant, vigilant. care to 
aid in keeping them supple, 
soft to the touch, free from 
aging lines. 

The thing to do, then, is 
to buy yourself an espe. 
cially rich throat and neck 
cream; smooth it on.- in 
rhythmical upward strokes. 
Leave on for 15 or 20 min- 
utes so that its emollient oils 
have a chance to penetrate. 
Better still, leave a thin 
film on- over night, for 
beauty renews itself while 
you sleep. In the morning 
before you apply your 
make-up pat the throat and 
neck briskly with a cotton 
pad saturated in_ extra 
strength astringent, from 
the base of the throat to 
the chin, and feel for your 
self how it seems to lift and 
firm. Apply a cold compress 
and watch that double chin 
Vanish,

Then roll it limply 
all around, clockwise to

and back to the chest. Re 
peat 10 times, then reverse. 
Lean: Stand a foot away 
from wall, facing it. Place 
hands flat on wall, palms 
down, fingers turned in, 
eibows up. Lean forward 
all in one piece, touching 
wall with out-thrust chin. 
teturn to starting position 
and repeat 10 times. 
Press: Clasp hands behind 
neck, elbows out. Press 
head slowly down and for- 
ward with locked hands. 
taise it against pressure 
from the hands, 10 times. 
Massage: Apply cream 
well over your shoulders 
with strong, hard, circular 
strokes. Keep this up unti! 
your blood circulates brisk 
ly, leaving the region warm

And 
te of us wants to get that 
ninth life’ from our favo- 
rite pair of pumps or Ox- 
fords, for in spite of reports 
that the movement of stock 
from tanners to manufac- 
turers has greatly acceler- 
ated, the backlog of demand 
still keeps retail stocks at a 


minimum. 


Here are a few general 
rules which should be kept 
in mind for the proper care 
of footwear. They are easy 
to follow and will prolong 
the life of any pair of shoes. 


Polish Your Shoes 

SE a good quality shoe 

polish which contains 
nourishing oils and protect- 
ing waxes. A little polish 
on the edges of the leather 
soles will help preserve 
their clean-cut, trim appear- 
ance, 

Keep Your Shoes Dry 

RY wet shoes at 

temperature so that both 
uppers and soles will retain 
their shape and flexibility. 
After drying, shoe polish 
will restore the shine and 
sparkle of leather as well 
as add to its long life. 


Change Shoes Often 


CHANG ik your shoes often. 
[wo pairs of shoes, 
when worn-alternately, will 
last more than twice as long 
as one pair. For greatest 
wear, use shoe trees in the 
shoes you are not wearing. 

Specific suggestions 
which the leather industry 
recommends for cleaning 
various types of shoes fol- 
low: 

Smooth Leathers: The 
proper care of grain leather 


shoes calls for periodic dress- 


ing with a good cleaning 


normal. 


and polishing agent. 

Suede: Keep the nap 
clean. Use circular strokes 
with a brush of fine still 
bristles (preferably not wire 
bristies.) ‘The nap should 
then be smoothed in one di 
rection, A special cleaning 
solution containing a small 
amount of aniline dye will 
keep the color bright and 
unsoiled. These cleaning 
solutions, in shades match. 
ing thé leather, are made 
by nearly all manufacturers 
of shoe creams. Suede 
shoes, given reasonably 
good care, are long wear- 
ing, as are all shoes of calf 
leather. (You know, of 
course, that suede is the 
term applied to a special 
finish which gives a “nap’ 
to calf leather.) 

Patent Leather: 
leather shoes are easily 
cleaned with neutral soap 
and water and should be 
brightened up in that way 
rather than with polishes 
that may dull the finish. 
Use a damp sponge and a 
pure soap to remove dirt. 
Follow with gentle drying 
and polishing. A_ timely 
cold weather hint: Before 
being worn in cold weather, 
patent shoes should be 
warmed to the temperature 
of the feet. 

Alligator and other rep- 
tiles: Though thin, the 
grain of reptile leathers is 
hard and firm, needing lit- 
tle attention to be kept 
neat. Ordinary rubbing is 
usually sufficient to clean 
reptile shoes, but approved 
polishes made for standard 
leathers do not injure them, 


and may be used if desired.
